4* Discussion of the Role oar PROCIB in Emergency Situations . The Chairman 
announced receipt of O^lfe-D-f .I/6, dated ^ ^epieniber i959, transmitting a Check 
List, Agreed Guidance far Emergency Planning by USIB Committees. The referenced 
USIB document extended the deadline for the submission of Committee reports on 
emergency planning from 1 October to 1 Decem ber 19 59 . it also announced the 
establishment of an informal steering group, 11 lim 1 1 ilium, to 

assist committees in the preparation of their repartsT^^^^^^^^Hwas unable 25X1A9a 
to attend this meeting of EROCIB. 

There was extended discussion of the principles outlined in PRQCIB-D-15 and 
Attachment, 8 September 1959, summarized as follows: 

a. The State Department, Havy, Army and J-2 numbers objected to the idea 
that field personnel of their respective agencies receive directions for procure- 
ment from the proposed Foreign Publications Center. The Air: Force abstained. 

b . The role of PBOCXB during an emergency was questioned, in particular 
by J-2 member, who thought that the function of PROCIB should be maintained but 
not the Committee itself. 

c. The question of financing the proposed operation was raised. The Chair - 
^■viaem pointed out that the whole emergency planning program, including the financing 
thereof, is being discussed in USIB. 


d. There was disagreement as to the exact conditions under which the 
emergency planning recommendations go into effect. The Chairman pointed out that 
the USIB Guidance paper referred to above is specific enough on this point to 
dispel all confusion. The following quotation is pertinent, from the document 
in question: 

”1. Committee should direct their planning primarily towards determin- 
ing which intelligence activities under their present purview will be essential to 
the war effort, towards determining how these activities should be continued, and 
towards making provisions for insuring continued support to the Government under 
conditions of nuclear attack.” 

Since it was evident from the above discussion that JEOCIB members needed further 
guidance on the subject of emergency planning, the Chai rmen proposed to ca ll a 
special meeting of the USIB members of EBOCIB, to which^HH|IH|^m and 25X1A9a 
Col. M. J. Bagood, Ft^Holabird^will be invited. The meetin^alj^^cailed at

bis alternate. 

7. Propo sed Hew Type of Evaluations for Publica tions Procurement. !Ehe State 
mefiiher presented' Ms proposal 'tiat'emluations hereinafter ne none post by post, 
and not by sa area such as Africa or Latin America. In the ensuing discussion, it 
was pointed out by the Army member that Army would prefer preparation of and 
t ransmit tal of its own evaluations on its own field personnel engjaged in the 
procurement of foreign publications* It was agreed that future evaluations sen 
out by the State Department will evaluate only the work of publications officers. 
Agencies other than the State Department may contribute to the evaluations* 

Where such evaluations concern the work of military personnel, reference to the 
State Department communication will be carried in the appropriate military

8. Selected US SR Serial Publications Available In the US3B Agen cy Collections. 
2he Lib rary of Qangpesa member reported that ne is ma&lng arrangements to borrow 
those titles on the List not held by the Library of Congress for purposes of 
microfilming. The Air Force member made a strong plea fear giving the library 
of Congress the originals of titles no longer needed by USIB agendas. 

9* PL U8o Program* The Library of Congress member said that hearings were ^dd 
before th e ^vT^ rAppy^jifPiationfl Ccaamittee, which in turn indicated that action 
on the PL 480 program will be postponed to January, i 960 . The national Science 
F oundat ion representative stated that his agency has had 12,500 pages of Russian 
translated in Israel; Mr. Scott Adams is now in Poland working out the final 
details of a contract there, hoping for possibly 19,000 pages of translation 
from the Polish. Mr. Adams is also pl anning to discuss a contract with 
Yugoslavia.
